from two cents to four cents a pound 
on the product. 
In Green county 


alone this, loss amounted to $20,000 
annually. 
He declared that there 


was a general demand for the repeal 
of the law; that it is class legislation 
to have a whey butter label law, nnJ 
that present sanitary laws protect 
the quality of whey butter. 


Whey batter is made from the but- 


ter fat left over in the making of 
cheese. 
Under "the Wisconsin law 


this product when made into butter 
must be labeled "whey butter." 


Carries Bad Smell 


"The label on whey butter," said 


Mr. Santmis, "carries with it a bad 
smell; it puts a curse, an odium en 
tht butter. Whey butter is no long- 
er an inferior article, but the preju- 
dice that this label has created has 
resulted in great losses to the mak- 
ers of whey butter." 


J. D. Mooxe, representing the Fed- 


eral Wisconsin Cheese Makers' as- 
sociation, favored tho bill.
